Austria Reported to Have issued an 
Ultimatum to Servia Regarding the 
Latter's Acquiring an Adriatic Port.

London, Nov. 21.— While Turkey is 
reported to have agreed to the peace 
terms demanded by the Balkan allies, 
war Is threatened between

ism." The turmoil for a few minutes 
following that attack, savagely made,

The Socialists made a marked im­ 
pression on the many visitors at ths 
convention by their argument for la^ 
dustrlalism, and they were ably sup­ 
ported by a eperch by John Mitchell 
of the United Mine Workers, second 
vie*, president of the federation.

Equal Suffrage Had Its Origin in New 


Jersey In 1776. 
T ie renewed agitation 
for 
equal 
suffraKo recalls the almost forgotten 
:«‘t that in New Jersey was first ex* 
tended to women the right of suffrage 
on the name terms as to men 
On the second day of July. 
1776 
(two days before the signing of the I 
Declaration of 
Independence!,

the Detroit Free Press, the first con­ 
stitution convention of New Jersey in 
session at Burlington for the purpose 
of revising the old Colonial charier 
sti tick out of the suffrage clause the 
words "male freeholders'’ and insert­ 
ed the words "ail Inhabitants.”

On this property qualification wom- 
en voted "lo Increasing numbers" un­

1807.

could vote Who owned $250 worth of 
property, and these were almost all 
federalist*. 
That party continued to 
control the State until 1807, when for 
the first time the Democratic party 
obtained a majority in the Legislature, 
The Democrats at once proceeded to 
disfranchise the 
white 
women and 
free negroes by an act which, Ii is 
said, wag clearly unconstitutional, but 
which never was contested. In 1844 a 
new constitution removed any ques- 
tu n on the subject by using the word# 
white male cltixen."
